Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  increases 
in  all  phases  of  enforcement  activity  which  reflect  the 
spirit  and  concern  of  our  enforcement  officers  for  the 
safety  of  the  motoring  public.

During  the  year  1955,   five  men  left  our  rank3  by  way  of 
retirement. 

Arthur  H.  Anderson,  who  began  his  career  as  a  patrolman  March  1, 
1938,  retired  August  7,  1955.  Art  is  now  Chief  of  Police  in  Cut  Bank,  the 
community  he   served  seventeen  and  one-half  years  as  a  patrolman. 

W.   W.    Beckwith,  Donald  Mercer,   Joe  Young  and  Ralph  Everett,  all 
pioneer  members  of  the  department,    began  their  service  April  22,  1935. 
Becky  retired  October  6,   1955,  and  now  makes  his  home   in  Missoula  where  he 
is  a  Deputy  Sheriff.      Don  retired  July  1,  1955,  and  now  resides  in  Billings 
where  he   is  employed  at  the  Midland  National  Bank.     Joe,  who  was  promoted  to 
Captain  in  1937,  also  retired  July  1,  1955.     He  is  now  engaged  in  driver 
training  in  Butte,  and  makes  his  home  in  Missoula. 

Ralph  retired  January  13,  1955,  and  died  at  Walla  Walla,  Washington, 
April  17,  1955.     Stationed  at  Kalispell  at  the  start  of  World  War  II,   he  entered 
the  Navy  August   28,  1942.     After  a  tour  of  duty  in  the   Shore  Patrol,   he   returned 
to  the  department  in  1945  and  was  assigned  to  the  Helena  radio.

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DRIVER  EXAMINATION   SECTION 

At   the   close   of  1955  the  Driver  Examination  Section  completed  its 
eighth  year  of  driver  examining  and  licensing.     Fifty  thousand  and  forty 
examinations  were  given  by  eight  examiners  and  four  part-time  civilian 
helpers  during  1955.      This  was  the  second  highest  year  of  examinations  given, 
1954  being  high  with  55*941  and  1950  low  with  31,608.      The  total  score   now 
stands   at  316,473  tests   given   for  eight  years  or  an  average   of  39,559  per 
year. 

Of  the    50,040  tests  given  in  1955,   a  total  of  13,496  failed; 
10,005  failed  the  written  portion;   735  were   rejected   for  poor  vision;   and 
2,756  missed  on  the  driving  or  road  test.     Eleven  thousand  three  hundred  and 
seventy-three  applicants   failed  on  the   first  attempt,   1,788  failed  the   second 
time  and  335  failed  after  three  attempts.      Those  who  failed  for  the   third  time 
were   required  to  wait  six  months   from  the  time  they  first  made  application 
before  again  attempting  the  test. 

During  1955  the  examiners   began   using  the   Keystone   Telebinocular 
vision  testing  equipment   in  giving  the   vision  test.      This  instrument  enables 
the   examiners   to   give   a   comprehensive   and  accurate   eye  test   as   compared  to 
the   old  Snellen  chart  which  revealed  the  applicant's  visual  acuity  only. 
In  1955  there  were   349  more  applicants   referred  to  eye  specialists  than  in 
1954  —  an  increase   of  approximately  100  per  cent. 

The  Driver  Examination  Section  headquarters  office,   now  consolidated 
with  the  Safety  Responsibility  Division  and  Patrol  headquarters  office,   had 
its  usual  busy  year.     New  licenses,   valid  licenses  about  to  expire,   and 
duplicate   licenses  were  issued.      Revocation  and  suspension  lists  were  prepared 
and  mailed,   and  letters  were  written  to  the  Board  requesting  suspension  or 
revocation.       Driver  license  renewal  reminder  cards  were  also  sent   out.      New 
file  cases  were   installed   for  filing  the   birthday  stubs  —  the   record   of  all 
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drivers  holding  valid  licenses. 

A   filing  project,   with  an  eight-year  backlog,   was  completed.      This 
task  was  completed  with  some  employees  working  overtime.     Arrest  records,  warning 
cards,   accident  records  and  other  data  pertinent  to  the  individual  were   filed 
in  the  individual  driver's  original  application  or   folder.     Each  driver  now  has 
a  complete  record  and  further  information  will  be  currently  filed.
